WAGE AGREEMENT IS 
REACHED BY PAINTERS 


Striking Journeymen Expected 
to Accept 40-Cent Compro- 
mise Offered by Employers. 


Settlement of the wage dispute 
between the Master Painters’ As- 
sociation and union painters here, 
who went on strike last Saturday 
in support of a demand for 60 cents 
a day wage increase, from $10.40 
to $11, is expected to follow an 
agreement by employers yesterday 


now and establish the $11 a day 
scale Sept. 1. 

The proposed graduated increase 
will be submitted to a mass meet- 
ing of members of the Painters’ 
District Council, at Unity Hall 
Grand and Page boulevards, at 9 
a. m. tomorrow for vote. At the 
time of calling the strike union 
leaders expressed the belief that 
a 40 cents a day increase now and 
an additional 20 cents in the fall 
would be favorably received by the 
men, and it ig believed work will 
be resumed Monday under the pro- 
posed settlement. 

The Master Painters’ Association 
at first announced resistance of 
the wage demand, later offering to 
compromise on a 20 cents a day 
increase. This offer was rejected 
at a union mass meeting last Sat- 
urday and the strike followed. 
More than half the 2900 men in 
the union have been working this 
week at the $11 scale, union lead- 
ers have reported. The majority 
of those working were employed by 
concerns not members of the Mas- 
ter Painters’ Association, but it is 
known that ceveral member con- 
cerns also conceded to the demand 
in order to fill current contracts, 
this being the busy season in the 
painting industry.

After considerable discussion 
throughout the world the Interna- 
tional Federation has adopted the 
following rule to govern and con- 
trol what is a peccadillo in cases 
where it gives No ascertainabie ad- 
vantage and a sin where it does: 

Im mediately before com- 
mencing .to serve, the server 
shall stand with both feet 
at rest behind (i. e. far- 
ther from the net than) the base 
line and within the imaginary 
continuation of the center mark 
and side line, and thereafter un- 
til the service has been delivered 
the server shall: 

(a) Not change his position 
by walking or running; 

(b) Maintain contact with the 
ground; 

-c) Keep both his feet behind 
the base line. 

The principal object of the rule 
is to- prevent any undue and pre- 
mature advance up the court by the 
server, especially one who wishes 
to run in a service in order to voi- 
ley the return. 

The most frequent foot-fault is 
made through the passing of the 
right foot over the base line before

Balancing . 

If you will be careful to recollect 
that the right leg is, ag I have said, 
for balancing, and not for propul- 
Sive purposes, there will be no ne- 
cessity to bring it forward tco 
early.

Provided that the series of move- 
ments which comprise the produc- 
tion of a service delivery are uni- 
fied, the advance to the net is rath- 
er delayed than accelerated by a 
protrusion of the right leg.

Overhead Smashes. 


There is one kind of foot-fault 
that the most wary and the 
most academic are liable to com- 
mit.

Whip drives can be made either 
forehand or backhand, though 
very few can, or at any rate do, at- 
tempt them the latter way.

Roper Barrett has one on the 
backhand which he pulls out of 
the basket unexpectedly, and gen- 
erally when he appears rather tied 
up, thus delivering a surprise 
which often scores outright 
through sudden varicty.

than an underhand delivery be- 
comes essential.

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FLAVOR IT 
WITH MAPLE | 
By HANNAH WING. | 
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HE first run of maple syrup 
T vn soon be on the market, 

although the _ reluctance of 
spring has gnade the season un- 
usually late. 

Each year we give suggestions 
for using maple syrup and soft 
sugar in cooking so that the cakes, 
biscuits and pastries of the spring 
time may carry this flavor. This 
year we stick to sweets which may 
be given the maple flavor without 
the use of too large quantities of 
the precious sweet. 

Instead of beginning on confec- 
tions we will start off with a punch 
which may be useful for entertain- 
ing on a spring afternoon when the 
first really warm day arrives. 

One cup currant juice, one cup 
strong cold tea, one cup grape or 
apple juice, one-half cup maple 
syrups, juice of one lemon, three 
small sprigs of mint. 

Mix the liquid ingredients 
gether. Put the mint in a cloth 
and twist the cloth tightly tu 
bruise the leaves. Add the crushed 
mint to the liquid. Keep near the 
ice and when ready to serve, add 
cracked ice. If a sweeter drink is 
preferred, more syrup or a little 
sugar may be added to taste. The 
recipe may be increased to serve 
any number. 

The simplest maple sweet 10 
make is this which resembles that 
form of confection known as 
“kisses.” The maple sweets be- 
ing more delicate are called 
“caresses.”’ 

Two cups maple syrup, whiles 
of two eggs, one-quarter cup wa- 
ter. 

Boil the syrup and watcr 
gether until the medium hard 
stage is reached (248 degrees F.). 
Pour the syrup slowly over the 
beaten egg whites, beating con- 
stantly. Continue beating untiithe 
mixture is cool. Drop by spoonfuls 
on waxed paper. Cut candied fruit 
or chopped nuts may be added. 

Equally simple are tnese golden 
nuggets made of pure maple and 
puffed rice for crispness. But be 
sure to crisp the rice: 

One cup maple syrup, one and 
a half cups puffed rice, one table- 
spoon butter. 

Boil the syrup until it forms a 
soft ball in water (238 degrees 
F.). Remove it from the fire, add 
the butter and beat until it be- 
gins to thicken. Add the puff<d 
rice crisped over heat. Mix thor- 
oughly. Drop on waxed paper. 
This is a simple sweet easily 
made and excellent for children. 

Maple fudge can, of course, be 
made by using half suger and 
half maple eyrup and omitting the 
chocolate.
